Joseph Toohey and Truckman 
John Svehla of Truck No. 21, ascend- 
ed a fire escape at the southwest 
corner of the building and climbed 
in through a third-floor window. 
Hardly had they got their line of 
hose inside when a cupola on the 
corner of the building toppled in- 
ward with a crash, carrying the roof 
and a balcony downward under the 
weight of bricks. 

The cries of the firemen brought 
assistance, . but while the rescuers 
battered a way to them with axes, 
Svehla, Toohey and Capt. Ebermes- 
ser struggled from the wreckage. 
with no worse injuries than cuts and 
bruises. 

Heavy timbers, however, had fall- 
en across Ost's chest and he was un- 
conscious when lifted out. He was 
pronounced dead when the body 
reached the city dispensary. 

Fell Through Skylight. 

Only a few minutes before, John 
Moeller, 30 years old, a truckman of 
No, 2 Company, while taking a line 
of hose across the roof of the Wom- 
an’s Christian Home, adjoining the 
Langan building on the west, had 
walked backward onto a skylight, 
falling through, and suffering sevrre 
cuts on the’ legs. He was tre at 
the city hospital and sent to his 
home. 2631 Hebert street. 

The age of the building, together 
with the fact that it was made more 
dangerous by the effects of a fire 
several years ago, made the work of 
fighting the flames doubly perilous. 
From time to time glass burst from 
the windows of the upper = storics, 
and Truckman David H. Carney, 30 
years old,.1945 Gravois avenue, of 
No. 8 Company, was cut on both 
hands. He returned to the fire aft- 
er béing treated at the dispensary.

lated into many languages.

THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

The otherwise excellent platform adopted by the 
national Democratie convention is marred by the ab- 
sence of any protest against the violation of Ameri- 
can principles by Federal prohibition legislation— 
principles upon which the party was founded—and by 
an attempt to justify Attorney-General] Palmer's as- 
saults upon justice and individual rights. , 

The comvention’s silence on the great issue of lib- 
erty involved in the prohibition laws was an act of 
| cowardice, promoted to some degree by the desire of 
the administration forces to make the League of 
Nations the paramount issue. In its refusal to men- 
tion prohibition, the San Francisco convention 
matches the cowardice of the Chicago conyention. 
The silence of both leading parties does not kill the 
issue. It is referred to the congressional elections 
and, soon or late,:the people will declare their will. 

The blending of a labored effort to justify Mr. 
Palmer’s Blunders with a declaration for popular free- 
dom of speech and actjon is one of those incongru- 
| ous mixtures caused by the desire to reconcile par- 
fisanship with principle. 

The comvention wisely*added to its unequivocal dec- 
laxation for the League of Nations and its prompt 
ratification the clause opening the way for reserva- 
tions which will clarify and make specific our obli- 
gations to associated nations. The peace plank is 
clear and ‘strong. No man can misunderstand the 
conviction and purpose of the party. It is a plank 
which all the genufne friends of the League of Na- 
tions «an heartily support. 

In this respect the whole platform is in gratifying 
contrast .with the Chicago declarations. It is much 
burdened with denunciation of the Republican rec- 
ord and’ praise of the Democratic record—campaign 
spelibindting——but its declarations of principles and 
purposes are clear and in the main sound. 

The platform tells the people what the policies of 
the party are and those policies make a strong | 
appeal to. the liberal, progressive elements of the, 
people. 

That the convention was not subservient to the will 
of*the Presitient is indicated by the reservation clause 
of the League of Nations plank and the rejection of 
the Armentan mandate. 

A significant and gratifying incident of the con- 
vention was {the defeat of Mr. Bryan's bone-dry plank 
by an overwhelming majority of the convention—a 
much larger: majority than that which defeated the 
Cockran wet plank—and the complete elimination of | 
his assumed party dictatorship. For once Mr. Bryan | 
-was nothing but an empty voice in a Democratic con- 
vention. The passing of the apostle of vagary and 
hypocrisy’ will make the judicious rejoice. 
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And an unprincipled wretch will probably rise to 
remark that, in failing to get his bone-dry plank into 
the platform, Col. Bryan met his Waterloo. 
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'§$T. LOUIS COUNTY’S ROAD MESS. 

The mess into which road building in St. Louis 
County was thrown because of an appeal to the courts 
was due to the single citizen who made the appeal 
and stubbornly prosecuted it to the Federal Supreme 
Court. 

The greater, stickier, the even less excusable, mess 
into which road building has been thrown since the 
litigation resulted in the total rout of the one who 
instituted it is due to the officials of the county, the 
very ones elected and paid for seeing that the public 
gets a square deal. These officials are the majority 
members of the County Board. d 

If a gift of $1,000,000 were obtainable by a com- 
munity on complicance with certain easy conditions, 
would not fulfillment of those conditions be urged 
by every consideration of self-interest and right pol- 
icy? If full compliance was jeopardized by the neg- 
lect or perverseness of a few persons, would not 
public meetings with denunciation of their costly de- 
linquency be held to call them to account? 

St. Louis County is faced by a prospect of just such 
e. costly lapse. It may lose approximately the $1,000,000 
—$940,000 under the estimate, to be reasonably exact 
—gset aside in Federal aid for road building, unless a 
beginning in highway construction is made at an early 
date. 

The people of the county have small patience with 
which to listen to paltering excuses about inability 
to make contracts for cement and other materials, 
about the transportation handicaps in assembling 
these materials, and about the scarcity of labor.

Very few people have seen a mad 
Gog, though many have seen a (poor, 
hunted, homeless brute that to the ig- 
norant has the appearance of being mad. 

To quote from Forest and Stream: “A 
mad dog does not rush. A mad dog does 
not attack. A mad dog does not froth 
at the mouth. A mad dog will not fight 
back even when cornered. The symptoms 
= usually described as those of rabies are 

only those of a simple form of epilepsy, 
or nervous disordér, and it is not con- 
tagious.” 

Rabid dogs do not froth at the mouth; 
epileptics do.

suth a condition. Bubonic plague) 
is a most formidable disease, 


whose | 
record for death supplants all other 
diseases in the past. The disease, ac- 
cording to Government reports, 
appeared in New Orleans, Pensacola 
and Galveston and in Old Mexico. At 
Vera Cruz it has a »proached the pro- 
portions of an epidemic. With barge 
lines plying between inland cities and 
the Gulf of Mexico via the Muissis- 
sippi River, it behooves the commer- 
cial interests as well as all citizens.of 
St. Louis to heed the governmental 
warning by lending aid to the na- 
tional health bureau by assisting in 
the extermination of the rat. 

While the rat is not, at least at 
this time, a menace to the health of 
inland cities, it is in every sense an 
‘undesirable citigen’’ and is classed 
among the vermin. There is no good 
reason why this small, destructive 
animal should be allowed to exist, 
for it serves no good purpose; its 
habits are repulsive, it destroys prop- 
erty and in addition it may at any 
time become a serious menace to 
health by becoming the host of the 
infected flea. 

The bubonic plague is transmitted 
from an infected individual to a well 
person through the agency of the 
flea, whose natural place of abode 
is the rat. It is also likely that other 
diseases are transmitted by the flea. 
Seaport towns and cities have found 
that the effective way to combat the 
plague is to destroy the rat that 
harbors the flea. 

While this disease has recently 
appeared only in the seacoast towns 
it has a history of terrible ravages 
throughout inland cities also, and it 
is not impossible that history will in 
this way again repeat itself. 

Whether this may happen or not 
the abolishment of the rat is desira- 
ble from every standpoint; and he 
can be abolished easily if a concen- 
trated effort is made against him. 
The rat only exists in cities by rea- 
son of the tndifference of the people 
to his presence. 

There are two things essential to 
the life of a rat—a place of abode, 
in which he can multiply, and a 
source of foom! With these two es- 
sentials removed. he must cease to 
exist. He is a wary animal and soon 
learns his peril of the trap and will 
refuse to enter it no matter how al- 
luring the bait, providing he can ob- 
tain sufficient food elsewhere.
